REMARKS 

Requirement for Election of Species 

The Office Action alleged that this application contains claims directed to the following 
patentably distinct species of the claimed invention. 

Species 1 : Embodiment I having a cholesteric layer and no planarizers; and 

Species 2: Embodiments 2-5 having polarizers. 

Applicants hereby elect species 2 (embodiments 2-5). Claims 9-41 directly relate to the 
embodiments of this species. The Office Action, however, admitted that claim 1 appeared 
generic to all claims. Claims 1-41 remain pending in this application and all are believed to 
define over the prior art.
